Our Bible Work in the United States 


E present to our readers this month a 

number of the REcorD wholly de- 
It 
consists in the main of the reports from our 
Domestic Agencies, some of which will ap- 
pear again at greater length in the Annual 
Report for 1908. 

A large proportion of our space ordinarily 
has been given to our Foreign Agencies and 
matters related thereto. 

Within recent years there are some new 
problems which have developed rapidly in 
this country—notably that of supplying Scrip- 
tures to the multitude of foreign immigrants 
in their own languages. The Bible House isa 
coign of vantage from which it is necessary 
to take broad views in all directions. We 
must endeavor to meet foreigners both at 
home and abroad, and not forget those who 
are not foreigners, but our own fellow citi- 
zens. 

The difficulty of such a view is much 


greater than many of our friends realize, and 
the greater difficulty remains, no matter what 
views we take, of supplying them out of a 
treasury still inadequately furnished for such 
atask. We therefore beg friendly considera- 
tion from all our readers of this Domestic 
Number, and invite their attention first of all 
to a Conference of Agency Secretaries which 
has just been held in the Bible House. 

Following this there come in succession, 
reports from the Northwestern Agency, the 
South Atlantic Agency, the Agency among 
Colored People, the Southwestern Agency, 
the Central Agency, and the Pacific Agency. 

Following these we have summarized briefly 
the work of some of our Auxiliary Societies, 
not attempting to include all of them or all 
that they have done, but completing thus our 
survey of Bible work in the United States. 

The cover picture of a Polish home in St. 
Louis will suggest conditions which our col- 
porteurs are striving to meet. 


I. The Conference of Agency Secretaries 


N pursuance of its new policy, which really 

| took its rise in the conference with the 
auxiliary societies held in October, 1900, and 
which has so far worked out in the estab- 
lishment of six large Domestic Agencies, pat- 
terned on the successful Foreign Agencies 
of the Society, the Executive Officers met 
jin conference with the new Secretaries of 
these agencies on the mornings and after- 
noons of Friday and Saturday, the 31st of 
January and the Ist of February, and Monday 
the 3d and 4th of February, in 
the Board of Managers’ Room at the Bible 
House in New York City. 

There were present at these meetings the 
Rev. Dr. McLaren, who, after a most success- 
ful service as a chaplain in the United States 
Navy, has done notable work for the Society 
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in Cuba, Puerto Rico, Virginia, and on the 
Pacific Coast; the Rev. George A. Miller, for 
more than a year the Society’s representative 
in the Philippine Islands during the furlough 
of the Rev. J. C. Goodrich; the Rev. J. IP. 
Wragg, D.D., who during six years has de- 
veloped into an efficient force the Agency 
among the colored people of the South, estab- 
lished in 1901; the Rev. J. F. Horton, in 
charge of the Northwestern Agency, whose 
story for 1907 appears on other pages of this 
paper, and will be read with more than or- 
dinary interest; the Rev. S. H. Kirkbride, 
D.D., in charge of the Central Agency ; the 
Rev. M.B. Porter, in charge of the South 
Atlantic Agency, and the Rev. Glenn Flinn, 
who has just taken up the new work in the 
Southwestern Agency. 
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On the afternoon of Friday, January 31, 
these gentlemen met the Agency Committee, 
and on Tuesday, February 4, they met the 
members of the Distribution Committee of 
the Society. All the problems of the distri- 
bution of Scriptures with colporteurs, by co- 
operation with home missionaries and other 
workers, and through ministers in charge of 
churches, interested in reaching the needy in 
their immediate vicinity, were carefully gone 
over; how also to supply Scriptures to Sunday 
schools, and missions, and similar Bible stu- 
dent classes was considered. The one aim of 
the Society to circulate the Scriptures for 
missionary purposes, without commercial pur- 
pose or profit, was kept constantly in the 
foreground. Many suggestions as to new 
and desirable editions of the Scriptures for 
use in missionary work were considered. The 
whole question of the editions of Scriptures 
in foreign languages needed for missionary 
work among the foreign-speaking people. of 
this country, and the cheapest way to obtain 
these Scriptures and place them in the hands of 
Christian workers, was gone over in detail. 

A special report was received from a 
representative of the Society who had vis- 
ited the principal centers of southern Europe 
for the purpose of investigating these mat- 
ters. 
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A careful survey of the needs of the dif- 
ferent agencies in their use of these foreign 
Scriptures was entered into. The conditions 
varied widely, as may be easily realized. 

The whole question of how to disseminate 
information concerning the work of the So- 
ciety, and so to present its interests and 
activities as to awaken an adequate considera- 
tion and support of its various activities, was 
gone over. Presentation of the cause to the 
churches, the value of union services, the im- 
portance of the gatherings of ministers in 
synods, conferences, associations, etc., were 
discussed and many interesting and suggestive 
ideas were presented. Plans for co-operation 
between the Executive Officers and the Sec- 
retaries in their various fields; questions con- 
cerning estimates for the year’s budget; prob- 
lems connected with satisfactory and uniform 
bookkeeping, and many intimate details of 
work received attention. 

The spirit of earnest prayer pervaded all 
the meetings, and the conference closed with 
the conviction upon the part of all present 
that the Society was, under God, making 
plans that would adequately meet the home 
missionary needs of this great republic, pro- 
vided the Christian people would take the 
cause upon their hearts and, with enthusiasm, 
support these pressing necessities. 
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Il. The Northwestern Agency 


The Problem 
R. HORTON writes as follows: 

One of the greatest missionary 
problems before the Christian churches of 
America is the evangelizing of the multi- 
tudes of immigrants that are coming to our 
shores. During the year ending June 30, 
1907, 1,285,349 left their native land and 
came to the United States. 

What makes this problem more difficult is 
the fact that the character of immigration has 
changed in the last twenty-five years, the 
great majority of the people coming from 
Russia, Italy, and Austria. Through immi- 
gration the United States is in a unique sense 
the most foreign country and the greatest 
mission field on the globe. ‘‘ All people that 
on earth do dwell’’ have their representatives 
here by a divine ordering. Here are all these 
people coming from the overcrowded coun- 
tries of Continental Europe; and God seems 
to have sent them to us that we might teach 
them the Way of Life. No such an oppor- 
tunity ever came to a nation before. The 
greatness of the opportunity is the measure 
of the obligation. 


Chicago has a great foreign population, not 
more than one out of every four or five being 
a native-born American. Here are 250,000 
Poles, 150,000 Bohemians, 75,000 Italians, and 
probably forty other nationalities, in numbers 
varying from 50,000 to a few hundreds. But 
Chicago is really the center of a still greater 
foreign population scattered over the entire 
Northwest. More than half the population of 
many of these states is composed of foreign- 
speaking people. The great majority of these 
people—especially those who come from cen- 
tral and southern Europe—know nothing 
about the Bible and the Christ it reveals. 
So far the Protestant churches have done 
very little to bring the Gospel of Christ 
to these people. To-day the churches are 
realizing, as never before, their duty in this 
direction, and the great missionary oppor- 
tunity God has given them. But before the 
churches can succeed in this work the colpor- 
teur, carrying the Bible in the language of the 


people, must go before them to prepare the 


way. 
The First Year’s Work ‘ 
During the year 1907 the Northwestern. 
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Agency has employed nineteen Bible colpor- 
teurs. They visited over 60,000 homes and 
sold 1,000 Bohemian Bibles, 2,500 ‘Testa- 
ments; 500 Polish Bibles, 1,400 Testaments ; 
600 Italian Bibles, 1,200 Testaments; 200 
Hungarian Bibles, 125 Testaments; 400 Fin- 
nish Bibles, 253 Testaments; 125 Russian 
Bibles, 50 Testaments; and varying quanti- 
ties of Bibles and Testaments in the Slovak, 
Croatian, Lettish, Servian, French, Lithuan- 
ian, Slovenian, Ruthenian, German, Syriac, 
Yiddish, Roumanian, Bulgarian, Swedish, 
Danish, and Norwegian languages—in all, 
12,813 volumes. 


Field of Labor 


Bible missionary work has been done in 
Chicago, Joliet, Chicago Heights, Ladd, 
Spring Valley, La Salle, Ottawa, Streator, 
and the other foreign settlements in Bureau 
and La Salle counties; De Kalb, Kenosha, 
Westville, Georgetown, East St. Louis, Gran- 
ite City, Edwardsville, Staunton, Madison, 
Venice, and many other towns and villages 
with a foreign population in Madison and St. 
Clair counties, in Illinois; at Indianapolis, 
South Bend, and Whiting, in Indiana; at De- 
troit, Bay City, Saginaw, Grand Rapids, and 
among the Finnish people in the Upper Pen- 
insula, in Michigan; at Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Prague, and among the 
Finns in thé great iron 
region of eastern Minne- 
sota; at Milwaukee, 
Racine, Waukegan, Man- 
itowoc, Kellnersville, 
Kewaunee, and at a score 
of other points with a 
Slavic and Scandinavian 
population, in Wiscon- 
sin; at Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa City, and many other 
Bohemian settlements in 
Iowa. 


Work among the Slavic 
People 


The Northwest has a 
great Slavic population. 
Poles, Bohemians, and 
other Slavic nationalities, 
compose from ten to 
twenty-five per cent of the 
population of Chicago, 
Detroit, Cleveland, St. 


Paul, Minneapolis, and Omaha, while there 


are many other smaller towns and cities 
where from twenty-five to fifty per cent of 
the population is Slavic. Eight Polish and 
Slavic Bible colporteurs have been at work 
this year. 
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Foreign Population in lowa 


Rev. R. M. DeCastello is the Secretary’s 
assistant in planning and supervising the work 
among the foreign-speaking people. His 
knowledge of the conditions and needs of 
these people makes him very helpful in this 
work. In addition to this general work, he 
spends a great deal of his time in direct con- 
tact with the people, visiting their homes, in- 
structing them in the Word of God and dis- 
tributing Bibles by sale or gift. Concerning 
the work among the Bohemian people of lowa 
and Nebraska, he reports: 


“The state of Iowa has about 2,300,000 
population; of these, over 1,000,000, or nearly 
one-half, are foreigners. The Bohemian peo- 
ple are very numerous, there being over 
100,000 in the state. 

‘Most of them live on farms in settlements 
and are prosperous. Cedar Rapids has 28,000 
inhabitants, one-third of whom are Bohe- 
mians. It is called ‘Bohemian Athens.’ 
This means that they are very progressive 
intellectually, but it also means that it is a 
freethinkers’ stronghold. Bohemians are in- 
telligent, educated, and well-read people. 
They are divided into three classes: free- 
thinkers, Catholics, and Protestants. There 
are but few Protestants. The Catholics are 
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accessible to the Gospel, and many of them 
are converted and become Protestants. The 
great majority of the Bohemian people, how- 
ever, have either become indifferent to the 
Catholic Church—not more than one in ten 
attending its services—or they have become 
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freethinkers, without any belief in God or in 
the power of the Gospel.” 


Minneapolis and St. Paul 


Mr. John Cubik, our Bible colporteur among 
the Hungarian and Slovak people, reports: 


““T have been working 
among our people in 
Chicago, Joliet, Minne- 
apolis, and St. Paul. 
There are thousands who 
are slaves of sin and super- 
stition and in great need of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
and yet there has been very 
little done for them. I 
spent six weeks in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, Minn. 
Although it had been an- 
nounced by the priests 
that the people should not 
buy Bibles from me, I 
sold fifty Bibles and a large 
number of Gospels and 
Testaments. 

‘“There are many Slavic 
people in St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and other parts 
of Minnesota, and I be-

the middle of October he worked among the 


lieve there are hundreds 
of them ready to receive 
the Word of God and turn 
to Christ. I thank God that he has given 
me the opportunity to visit their homes, 
speak to them about Jesus, and leave the 
Word of God.”’ 


Four Infidels Converted 


We give an extract from the report of 
Mr. Paul Glaser : 

““Once I visited a Bohemian home and 
found about ten men there. When I began 
to show them the Bible they laughed at me 
and ridiculed the Word of God. One of them 
asked me if I had any of Ingersoll’s works to 
sell; another one said that I must think them 
fools to buy a Bible. I replied that if I had 
considered them foolish I would not have of- 
fered the Bible to them. After talking to 
them a while I found that they were socialists 
and did not believe in God. I told them if 
they wanted to know the best things about 
socialism they should go to the Bible and read 
Christ’s ‘Sermon on the Mount,’ and the 
books of Jeremiah and Isaiah. They bought 
a Bible from me. Four of those men are now 
good Christians, members of our mission. I 
believe the others will come to Christ very 
soon.”’ %

Southwestern Illinois 


Since October 15th he has been working in 
southwestern Illinois, opposite St. Louis, 
where there is a large population of foreign- 
speaking people. In Granite City, Madison, 
and Venice, there are about 8,000 Bulgarians. 
There are thousands of Poles, Bohemians, 
Slovaks, and Italians in East St. Louis, Ed- 
wardsville, Staunton, and other points in St. 
Clair and Madison counties. 


Work among the Italians 


During the last year 285,731 Italians came 
to this country. There are 75,000 in Chicago, 
20,000 in Cleveland, 15,000 in Detroit, and 
about 8,000 in Milwaukee; and many thou- 
sands in the various smaller towns and cities 
throughout the Northwest. 
majority of them are Catholics, they are rap- 
idly drifting away from the influence of that 
church into indifference and skepticism. They 
form a large element of our population, yet, 
aside from a few church missions which are do- 
ing heroic work, practically nothing has been 
done, heretofore, to win these people to Christ. 


While the great — 
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The American Bible Society has inaugu- 
rated a large and effective work among these 
Italian people. Five Italian colporteurs have 
been employed during the year: Eugene De 
Luca, Miss Mary A. De Carlo, I. Mangogna, 
Vincent De Francesco, and A. Falzone. 

Mr. De Luca began his work December 26, 
1906. He was educated in Italy for the priest- 
hood, but, becoming dissatisfied with the 
religious teaching of his church, abandoned 
his intention of becoming a priest, and almost 
lost faith in all religion. Hecameto America 
to prepare himself for a business career. 
While living in Pittsburg he attended one of 
the Italian Protestant churches there. He 
was converted, and, like Paul, when he saw 
a true vision of Christ, asked what he could 
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do to bring the story of Jesus and his salva- 
tion to his own people. He saw that the 
greatest need of the Italians was to have the 
opportunity to read the Bible themselves. He 
offered himself to the Northwestern Agency 
as a Bible colporteur and was at once en- 
gaged. 

His fine education and unusual natural 
abilities have made it possible for him to do 
a very successful work. God has greatly 
blessed him in his efforts among his own 
people. He gives promise of still greater 
work in the future. 

The first three months of his work was 
spent in Chicago, where he sold many Bibles 
and Testaments, and was the means of lead- 
ing many of his people to Christ. 


Ii!. The South Atlantic Agency 


i co-operation with the Bible Society of 
Virginia the American Bible Society estab- 


‘lished some months ago its South Atlantic 


Agency, with headquarters at Richmond, Wee 
This Agency embraces the states of Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Florida—a territory about 
1,200 miles long and with an average breadth 
of 300 miles, containing, according to the best 
available figures corrected to 1906, a popula- 
tion of 9,629,603. Here we have many thou- 
sands (many of whom are foreigners) gath- 
ered in our lumber and mining camps; at the 
ports within this Agency thousands of sailors 
and seamen come, as many as fifty thousand 
touching at Norfolk, Va., alone during the 
year; then, too, a large per cent of what are 
known as the ‘‘ mountain whites’’ live in the 
regions of this section. We have also in our 
territory at least seventy-five per cent of the 
cotton mill population. 


What Has Been Done 


The Rev. Donald McLaren, D.D., was put 
in charge of the work as Secretary and Gen- 
eral Agent January 1, 1907, and continued 
until July Ist. 

On September Ist the Rev. M. B. Porter 
took charge of the work as Agency Secretary. 
Since then, in addition to familiarizing him- 
self with the details and planning the work 
looking to a thorough canvass of his territory, 
he has also been busy visiting the church 
courts and individual churches in the interest 
of the Bible cause, having traveled on official 
business nearly 4,000 miles, made 22 ad- 
dresses, and preached eight sermons. Since 
the first of September there has been distribu- 
ted, through the depository and by colpor- 


teurs, about 6,500 volumes—making a total 
for the year ending December 31st, in round 
numbers, 12,500 volumes. 


Our Plan of Campaign 


It shall be our policy, as far as practicable, 
thoroughly to co-operate with the auxiliary 
societies where we find them in active opera- 
tion, as well as to co-operate with every other 
organized religious force. But in order to 
overcome the destitution of our section and 
to meet pressing need, we must put into the 
field thoroughly consecrated men, who shall 
give their entire time to canvassing the com- 
munities with a view to supplying every des- 
titution that may be found. In order to do 
this work with anything like aggressiveness 
will require not less than five men to the 
state; this will mean thirty men, and, of 
course, a much larger outlay of money than 
has heretofore been put into the work. But 
even with this force we shall be handicapped 
by the great difference between the needs and 
the means of supply. 

As illustrating the importance of the work 
we are doing and the results coming from it, 
I will mention in conclusion a few instances 
that have come under my knowledge within 
the last month or two. Some weeks ago an 
application was made for a number of Testa- 
ments and Psalms to be used among the pris- 
oners in a prison camp in one of our states. 
After the matter had been adjusted and the 
books sent, a good lady, through whom the 
application came, in response to our partial 
gift informed us that through the instrumen- 
tality of some of the Bibles that had been 
distributed among these prisoners a few 
months before, four of the men had been led 
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to publicly confess faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

From another state a good brother recently 
informed us that through the instrumentality 
of one of our Bibles, which he a few months 
ago placed in a family that was destitute of 
the Word of God, two of the grown children 
of that family had been led to make a confes- 
sion of their faith in Christ and had united 
with the church. 

As showing the great needs existing in at

least a part of my territory, the following 
facts were brought to our attention in the 
report just received from the Rev. C. P. 
Snow, one of our colporteurs, whose head- 
quarters are at New Bern, N. C.: ‘“ Number 
of families visited, 169; number of families 
found without a Bible, 68; number of indi- 
viduals found without a Bible, 102.’’ Should 
this same per cent of destitution obtain 
throughout my section, the needs are truly 
appalling. 


IV. The Ageney among Colored People 


E have had during the year eleven 

different persons as colporteurs and 
five schools as centers of distribution. Asa 
result for the year we have circulated 7,208 
Bibles, 5,768 Testaments, and 9,966 portions— 
the total circulation being 22,942 copies. 

There were 1,910 days spent doing this 
work, and 238 towns and villages visited in 
the following states: Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee. Rural districts in these states, as 
far as possible, have also been worked. 

The work of the colporteurs is not simply 
confined to the one line of Bible distribution, 
but often they must meet and address public 
assemblies, explaining the history, the work, 
and needs of the American Bible Society. In 
following out this line of work their experi- 
ences and knowledge of conditions are best 
expressed in their own words. We, there- 
fore, for the benefit of our readers and friends, 
make record in this report from their letters 
sent in during this year. 


Our Oldest Colporteur 


Mr. R. T. Groves, the oldest colporteur, 
writes these facts of his visits to the different 
places: “The work has been well received 
everywhere and many complimentary remarks 
have been made about it. ‘It is a fine work 
you are doing, young man. Push it along.’ 
While another cries out: ‘We need those 
books here. Hope you will be able to put 
one in every home.’ Again we hear: ‘ Are 
you the Bible man? You are doing a grand 
work. Success to you, and may God’ bless 
you and the Society.’ Still on we go, and 
when we enter another town we are met with 
these words, ‘Scatter these books everywhere 
and there will be less sin.’ 

The best people, both white and colored, 
have been of much help to me in reaching the 
lowly and neglected. In one of the towns I 
have recently visited they have a large public 


school. After talking with the teachers I 
found out they did not read the Scriptures at 
all in this school. I am glad to write you that 
I went to work to show them that it was dread- 
ful to have the children grow up in that way, 
and after convincing them, they have ordered 
each child to bring a Bible, that they may join 
in the reading at the devotional service. 
“While I have had these words of cheer 
spoken to me in every place I have visited, I 
have also had many a-door closed in my face; 
but as I look around me and see what is need- 
ed I go ahead just the same. Do you know 
it is probable that many a person would not 
know what a Bible is or that such a book ex- 
isted if it were not for the American Bible 
Society, with its colporteurs? The work is 
having its effect everywhere that I have been 
in this field. The Bible is being read and 
studied more, and because of this reading and 
study, sinners are being led to Christ and 
Christians are receiving power to overcome 
wrong and strength to do right. Most of the 
ministers make this statement to me.”’ 


Door-to-Door Visits 


Mr. Hill, who comes next to Mr. Groves in 
length of service, writes: “‘I reached here 
safe, but I have not found a place to stop, so 
I cannot get my books out to go to work. I 
can see that the book is needed here if any- 
where, and as soonas I am settledI am going 
to work. I succeeded in finding a 
place to stop, but am sorry to write you that 
I am in bed sick with malaria fever. The 
physician says I will be well enough to work 
soon.” {I must add that Mr. Hill was not 
strong again for three months, and this told 
greatly on his reports.] “I am again at my 
work, but it does seem as though fate is 
against me and I cannot do the work I would 
like to do. The people do not seem to have 
the love for the book they should, and I am 
much discouraged.” Again he writes: ‘“‘I 
am all right, and I am getting the people in- 
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terested, and I shall do some good here be- 
fore leaving. I thank you for your prayers 
and words of cheer. I am working to put 
Bibles in these Sunday schools, and if I suc- 
ceed I will feel that I have done a good serv- 
ice forthe community. My door-to-door visits 
are meeting with approval.”’ 

Mr. Hill had his desire, for he succeeded in 
putting quite a large number of Bibles and 
portions in the Sunday schools and churches 
before leaving that section. 

Mr. Benton comes next: “Some of the 
places I have been in here they say are very 
dangerous even in the daytime, but they have 
treated me kindly as they bought of my Bibles 
for their children. We have not any street- 
cars in this section, and to find the needy peo- 
ple you must tramp the dirt roads for miles. 
I am enjoying my stay in the mines with these 
poor miners. When I first visited the mines, 
Iam ashamed to tell it, but as I heard them 
swear, and had seen them drink whisky and 
play cards, I did not feel as though I could 
approach the sinful creatures. How weak we 
mortals are when we depend upon our own 
strength, but so soon as we lean upon him our 
strength is renewed, and we can see our way 
clear to meet the chief of sinners. They have 
great respect for me now and the cause I rep- 
resent, and the men are seen with Bibles in 
their hands while resting. I wish before leav- 
ing I could see_all of them interested in trying 
to read the Bible. You will see from my re- 
ports that I have sold a large number of Bibles 
and portions here, and you must pray with me 
that they may do untold good in these mining 
camps.”’ 

Mr. T. G. Sanders: ‘‘Iam learning to do the 
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work of acolporteur at last, I think. I find 
that one of our colporteurs had passed over 
this territory more thana year ago, and placed 
Bibles in many of thehomes. ‘The people are 
delighted with them, and I am told by many 
that the book is studied more than ever be- 
fore. I shall leave here to-day for the mining 
camps of this section, so please fill out this 
order for books and ship me at once.”’ 

Messrs. J. W. Wells and J. H. Lovell were 
employed, together with Mr. J. A. Maston, to 
work around Atlanta while attending the semi- 
nary. They met with approval and their work 
has done untold good here. They would stand 
near the barrooms during the holidays and in- 
vite those who were going in and coming out 
to see their Bibles, and many a poor man, 
almost crazed with drink, would carry a Bible 
or portion home for his wife or child, while his 
bottle was in his pocket full of that demon for 
himself. Who knows but what those Bibles 
were read to the same man by his wife or child 
when he was in his right mind, and caused him 
to be among those who war against that mon- 
ster that has ruined so many homes in this city. 

I have seen these men (the colporteurs) 
coming in with their clothing covered with 
sleet and rain to get a new supply of Bibles. 
They have passed days without dinner, trying 
to catch as many as possible of those weak 
men, who were being led to those dives, be- 
fore they reached them. Some had Bibles put 
in their hands, but would not give up the bot- 
tle; while they succeeded in selling Bibles to 
others and have them turn away from the rum- 
shop and buy something that was needed for 
their homes. I have missed these men very 
much. 


V. The Southwestern Agency 


T has been less than a month since I took 
hold of this work, so my report is neces- 
sarily a brief one. In fact, I have nothing to 
report as to work done beyond visits to two 
of the Methodist conferences of my Agency. 
These gave me a most pleasant introduction, 
however, to that feature of my work. 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and Texas 
—these constitute my Agency; and what an 
area ! 
The distance from Brownsville, in the ex- 
treme southern part of the field, to the Okla- 


homa line, on the north, is almost 800 miles ; 


and that to go from El Paso on the west to 
New Orleans on the east, by the great South- 
ern Pacific route, which is almost direct, I 
would cover almost 1,200 miles. Out of my 
territory a solid block might be carved over 


600 miles one way and 900 the other, and yet 
there would be space enough left as trimming 
around the edges to contain several of the 
smaller states of the ‘‘ original thirteen.” 

In this territory there are about 8,000,000 
people, and they live for the larger part in 
villages and small towns, and on farms and 
ranches. School privileges are accessible to 
most of the young, and to a casual observer 
it would seem as though there were churches 
and religious privileges in abundance for all, 
and that the work of the Bible Society would 
be little needed. A more careful examina- 
tion, however, will lead to a different conclu- 
sion. To study the conditions among the 
new and marvelously increasing population of 
Oklahoma, and the conditions among the peo- 
ples of the pine forests of East Texas, and 
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Louisiana, and Arkansas, and the conditions 
on the vast rice and sugar farms of the lower 
Mississippi Valley, will convince even the 
most skeptical that Bible work is needed. 
Unlike some other parts of the country, the 
people of the Southwest are as yet largely 
American, but already Louisiana has her 50,000 
Italians and her 125,000 French; already 
Texas has her 30,000 Italians, 65,000 Ger- 
mans, 75,000 Bohemians and Poles, and 
250,000 Mexicans; for years Oklahoma has had 
her thousands of Indians, and they are as yet 
unbrought, in a large part, to the light, or it 
taken to them. And the endis not yet. Be- 
cause the native American constitutes the 
larger element of our population now is no 
evidence that he will continue to do so very 
long. Already Galveston and New Orleans, 
both in my Agency, have become recognized 
immigration ports, and recent appropriations 
made by Congress to establish immigrant 
stations at these places predict larger things 
forthe future. Ifthe present policy suggested 
by our immigration authorities, and indorsed

by the leaders of our southern and south- 
western states, to turn the vast tide of immi- 
gration our way, is carried out, it is easy to 
see that in a few years, where we now have 
thousands of alien populatian we will have 
hundreds of thousands. All signs, both at 
home and abroad, point to some such future 
as this. 

Now it is needless for me to say that these 
peoples, if they be saved to the Church and 
to the State, if the menace they constitute to 
our free institutions be averted and the possi- 
bilities wrapped up in their brain and heart, 
as well as in their brawn and muscle, be real- 
ized, they must be Christianized. To do 
this they must have the Book put into their 
hands. Here is the American Bible Socie- 
ty’s opportunity to become again, as she 
has so often been before, ““a pioneer and 
plowshare.”’ I am glad that her thought 
has been turned this way and that I have the 
privilege of opening up her work, and I am 
looking forward to a work and a result worth 
while. 


VI. The Central Agency 


HE report of the Central Agency for 
1907 will not be much more than a re- 
port of beginnings. 

The Agency was opened the first of last 
August. Its jurisdiction embraces the states 
of Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Montana, New Mexico, Utah, and Wy- 
oming. After a careful survey and consid- 
eration of the whole field, it was decided to 
establish headquarters in Denver, Colo. Office 
and storerooms were secured at 1025 Four- 
teenth street, which are used in conjunction 


with the Professional Schools Young Mens. 


Christian Association of Denver University. 
The rooms are large and in the center of the 
business section, being only two blocks from 
the post-office. 

In the early fall I visited all the states of 
the Agency excepting Wyoming. In this visi- 
tation I had the opportunity of representing 
the American Bible Society before all the 
Methodist ministers of six states and the 
Presbyterian ministers of two. I have also 
attended one association, one district confer- 
ence in Kansas, and two missionary insti- 
tutes, speaking in the latter on the missionary 
character of the work of our Society. 

There are several distinct problems which 
will require individual treatment. The first 
is New Mexico, which, though part of the 
United States, is practically a foreign country. 
The Mexicans are all Romanists, but they 


have not been evangelized through the Word, 
and their Christianity is a debased form, 
having many pagan elements. The Bible is 
an unknown and unread book among them. 
The Protestant leaders in New Mexico realize 
that the Bible Society is needed to co-operate 
with the other agencies at work to really 
Christianize the Mexicans. The Rev. Juan 
Barros, a converted Mexican, a Presbyterian 
minister, has been selected by his presbytery 
to become a colporteur for the American Bible 
Society, and he will enter upon his new work 
in January. 


The Mormons 


The Mormons own Utah, and in those por- 
tions of the surrounding states which touch 
on Utah they hold the balance of power. The 
Mormons are a distinct and difficult problem 
for the American Bible Society, as they are 
for every other religious organization work- 
ing among them. They do not use the Bible. 
The Book of Mormon is their bible. Foreign- 
ers who have been proselyted away from 
their ancient faith, and who used to love the 
Book and read it for strength and blessing in 
their early home beyond the sea, have been 
in Utah as long as twenty-seven years, and in 
all that time they have never seen a Bible 
nor heard a Mormon preacher read one ina 
religious service. 


There are in Utah 400 post-offices. Sup- 
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posing that the Bible Society should want to 
send one of its annual reports to one Protes- 
tant person at every post-office in Utah—it 
would reach such a person in only 75 offices. 
That is, 325, or 81 per cent of the towns in 
Utah, have no person of Protestant faith liv- 
ing in them. Therefore, in putting the Bible 
into the hands of Mormons we cannot use the 
Christian agencies already in the field, for 
there are none. It can only be done by send- 
ing a Bible colporteur among this Bibeless 
people. 

Two fine young men, the Rev. J. L. Hurl- 
burt at West Jordan, and A. L. Dexter at 
Richfield, are acting as agents of our Society 
in their charges; and a representative of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society will 
devote one-half of her time, beginning in 
. January, to our work, commencing at Bing- 
ham. 

The Rocky Mountain region is distinctively 
amining country. Americans and Protestants 
can no longer be had to work the mines, and 
the miners are recruited almost wholly from 
the lowest classes of Europe. 

It affords me great pleasure to write briefly 
of our little band of colporteurs. 

Joseph Horkey, a converted Bohemian, be- 
gan work in August. He has visited Kansas 
City, Cuba, Kan., and several cities near St. 
Louis. But his principal work has been in 
St. Louis. He has succeeded in organizing 
a Sunday school for Bohemian children in 
East St. Louis, which will most likely develop 
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intoachurch. This illustrates the missionary 
character of our work. 

Mr. E. K. Christensen, who had done effi- 
cient service in the Northwestern Agency, be- 
gan work at Pittsburg, Kan., late in Novem- 
ber. He is meeting with gratifying success. 

Hachivo Shirato was secured in October to 
serve as the pastor of the Japanese mission 
carried on by the City Evangelization Union, 
which embraces all the Methodist churches of 
Pueblo, Colo. He is to devote a part of his 
time—not to exceed one-half—to Bible work 
among his own people, of whom there are 
many thousands in Colorado and Utah. He 
has made a fair beginning, and when he has 
gained some more experience by work in the 
field, we believe that he will be one of our 
most profitable representatives. 

The Rev. E. C. Shippen, for many years 
the representative of the American Bible 
Society in Montana, was employed in Sep- 
tember to act as agent in Butte, Anaconda, 
and nearby towns. 

The Rev. Neil Love began his work as a 
colporteur in Idaho in October. He came to 
us from a Chicago Bible house. He pos- 
sesses the real missionary spirit, which does 
not spare strength nor hesitate at sacrifice. 

In addition to these regular colporteurs, 
we have a deaconess among the Italians in 
Pueblo, two men in Utah, one in Oregon, one 
in New Mexico, and two in Colorado—all of 
whom are handling our publications under the 
“sale and distribution ’’ plan. 


VII. The Pacific Agency 


AVING been less than two months in 
the field of the new Pacific Agency, 
my report must consist of what has been 
done by way of preparation for work rather 
than of results actually attained. 
I was very cordially welcomed to San Fran- 
cisco by several of the trustees of the Cali- 
fornia State Bible Society. Acting in the 
capacity of an advisory committee, they have 
rendered me invaluable assistance. Having 
the benefit of their experience in Bible work 
and their knowledge of the conditions which 
prevail upon this western coast, the process of 
organization has been greatly facilitated. 
The California Bible Society, which now 
transfers its work of Bible distribution to our 
National Society, was organized in the days 
of the pioneers in 1849. It was founded by 
the Rev. Frederick Buel, who came to this 
state as the agent of the American Bible So- 
ciety. One of my aged correspondents writes 
- of his zeal and activity in distributing Bibles 


in the mines and towns at that early date. 
The society has an honorable history, and 
has borne an important part in the religious 
development of California. Its last agent 
was the Rev. John Thompson, who also ren- 
dered long and arduous service. 

The society was severely crippled by the 
earthquake and fire of April, 1906. Its stock 
of Bibles and its Bible House were entirely 
destroyed. In erecting upon their valuable 
site a new building for commercial purposes, 
a large indebtedness has been incurred. The 
managers, however, are confident that the 
large rental received will in about ten years 
clear their property from debt, and that then 
their entire income will be devoted to the 


beneficent work of the Bible Society. 


My first concern was to find a suitable 
place for an office and depository. Provi- 
dentially, within a few days, a commodious 
store was secured in a central location upon 
an important business street. The rental is 
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considered moderate, but the fitting up and 
furnishing proved very expensive. While San 
Francisco is rebuilding, all prices for labor 
and materials have been largely advanced. 
While the depository was preparing for oc- 
cupancy, I spent a week in Los Angeles. 
Southern California is, in many respects, like 
a separate state. Its chief city is nearly five 
hundred miles distant from San Francisco, 
and if the large population of which it is the 
center is to be adequately supplied with the 
Holy Scriptures, it is evident that a Bible 
depository must be maintained in Los An- 
geles. Messrs. Fowler Bros. have for a num- 
ber of years acted as agents here for the 
state society. The mem- 
bers of this firm are highly 
respected Christian gentle- 
men, whose bookstore is 
the largest in the city, and 
who give special attention 
to the sale of Bibles and 
religious books. I was 
able to make a satisfactory 
arrangement with them 
whereby they will order 
their books directly from 
the Bible House in New 
York instead of from San 
Francisco, as formerly. 
Such colporteurs as may 
be employed in southern 
California will obtain their 
supplies from this sub- 
depository, and the firm 
engages to keep on hand 
a varied assortment of the 
publications of our Socie- 
ty, not only in English, 
but also in Spanish and other foreign lan- 
guages spoken by a large number of the peo- 
ple who live in southern California. Upon 
the Monday which I spent in Los Angeles, 
the monthly meetings of the Ministerial Un- 
ion, as well as of the Church Federation, were 
held. I was favored with an invitation to 
speak to these large gatherings of ministers 
and laymen upon the work of our Society. 


In San Francisco 


In San Francisco, as in Los Angeles, the 
ministers and the Christian people have in 
many ways manifested their affection for the 
American Bible Society and their deep in- 
terest in the work which it is undertaking in 
this state. In ecclesiastical assemblies, in 
mission meetings, both of men and women, 
and in the churches, I have had ample oppor- 
tunity of explaining our purposes. There is, I 
think, a general recognition of the fact that 
everywhere in these western coast states 
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there is deplorable Bible destitution and 
urgent need for systematic colportage. But 
colportage, if it is carried on extensively, will 
involve a large expenditure of money. ‘The 
contributions, however, have been, at least in 
recent years, small indeed. There are special 
reasons for this, which should be considered. 
The great disaster to which reference has 
been made has greatly enfeebled many of the 
churches of San Francisco. Few of those 
whose buildings were destroyed have as yet 
rebuilt. Many worship in temporary struc- 
tures and halls. Some congregations have 
been hopelessly dispersed. 

It should be remembered, also, that apart 
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from the influence of the unparalleled calamity 
which has visited its principal city, all the 
churches of California, in town and country, 
have much to contend with. A single fact 
will illustrate this. In California there are 
not, and never have been, Sunday laws. Sa- 
loons and all places of amusement are not 
only open, but they offer special attractions — 
upon the Lord’s Day. The powers of evil 
are exceptionally strong, and the counteracting 
influences which make for righteousness cor- 
respondingly weak. I speak of this that we 
may not.expect from churches, many of which 
are struggling for existence, contributions to 
beneficence corresponding in amount to those 
which come from churches in the older states, — 
where decided religious convictions are domi- 
nant. 
The territory covered by this Agency may 
be regarded as a foreign, as well as a home, 
mission field. In no other part of our coun- 


try are there so many Orientals, Chinese, ’ 
« s 


~~ 
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Japanese, and Koreans. And these people 
respond readily to efforts made for their evan- 
gelization. There are also thousands of 
Mexicans, Portuguese, and Italians. I hope 
we may soon send colporteurs among these 
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strangers, whom God has sent to dwell among 
us, offering them the Word of God in their 
own native languages; and that we may also 
find consecrated men to distribute the Holy 
Scriptures among our own people. 


VIII. Auxiliary Bible Societies 


| Rees returns from the Auxiliary Bible 
Societies for the work of the year will not 
be in hand until the 3lst of March. We here 
note features of the work of some of these 
societies whose reports are at hand. 


Massachusetts Bible Society 


The activities of this society show not only 
movement but increase from year to year. 
Its chief undertakings are in the extreme east 
and extreme west of the state. Naturally the 
society includes in its plans serious work for 
immigrants. Results of offering the Bible to 
these strangers may not appear in very strong 
relief, yet, as the report remarks: “ When an 
Italian colporteur finds a hundred men drink- 
ing and talking socialism in a saloon and sells 
Gospels to twelve of them, he has done some- 
thing for Christ as well as something for the 
- country.’’ It is by such small achievements 
that the Kingdom of Christ is built up. Scrip- 
tures in foreign languages given away num- 
bered 832 volumes, the largest number in one 
language being 272 volumes in Italian. The 
total number of Scriptures given as free 
grants was 5,203 volumes, including, of 
course, gifts to destitute families and individ- 
uals, as well as grants to churches, Sunday 
schools, ete. The whole number of volumes 
distributed during the year was 45,235— over 
7,000 more than have been sent out in any pre- 
vious year. Expenditure for books amounted 
to $16,436.16. The society made a donation 
of $8,000 to the National Society. 


Maryland Bible Society 


In the year ending March 31, 1907, this so- 
ciety has employed two colporteurs in the city 
of Baltimore and its environs. 
of families visited was 6,768; the number of 
destitute individuals found was 9,048, of whom 
1,414 could not read and 1,434 rejected the 
Scriptures when offered. The number of 
volumes distributed in this canvass was 
2,459, of which 1,443 were free Pitts) eLne 
whole number of volumes of Scripture put 
in circulation during the year was 27,705, 
of which 7,875 were grants. The society 
expended $9,069.82 for books and made a 
~ donation of $1,000 to the American Bible 
_ Society.

New Hampshire Bible Society 


This society continued during the year end- 
ing May 31, 1907, its careful general canvass 
of counties. The number of families visited 
was 10,670 in forty-six towns and villages; of 
these, 153 families were found to be without 
the Bible. The expenditure for books was 
$1,839.60. The society made a donation of 
$2,000 to the American Bible Society. The 
secretary, the Rev. E. J. Aiken, has been ap- 
pointed to write a history of the society in 
view of its centenary, which will be celebrated 
im TOTS 

Vermont Bible Society 


The Vermont Bible Society has suffered a 
severe loss in the death of its veteran and de- 
voted secretary, the Rev. L. H. Elliot. The 
Rev. L. O. Sherburne, of Bellows Falls, has 
been elected to the vacant office. Mr. Sher- 
burne is an energetic man and a warm friend 
of the Bible cause. The society is to be con- 
gratulated on its choice. 

No report of the operations of the society 
has yet been received. 


Some Auxiliaries in New Relations 


The Chicago Bible Society, the Virginia 
Bible Society, and the California Bible So- 
ciety, have entered into relations with the 
National Society which give them a broader 
outlook. The managers of these socie- 
ties have taken up the duty of advisory 
boards in territory adjacent, forming the 
Northwestern, South Atlantic, and Pacific 
Agencies. Their operations will hereafter 
be included in the reports of those Agen- 
cies. 

Bible Work in Greater New York 


For the great city where the American Bible 
Society has its headquarters, its Bible House, 
and its ever busy printing establishment, three 
auxiliary societies labor, each in its own de- 
partment. The New York Female Bible So- 
ciety works diligently and effectively among 
women of foreign speech and of the working 
class. The Brooklyn Bible Society is charged 
with the needs of the part of the city lying 
beyond the East River, and the New York 
Bible Society is occupied with general Bible 
distribution in Manhattan and among im- 
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migrants at Ellis Island and seamen on the 
shipping. 

The New York society distributed 23,500 
volumes of Scripture during the year, churches, 
Sunday schools, missionaries, and many cen- 
ters of Christian work obtaining their sup- 
ply of Scriptures from it. More than sixty 
volunteer workers in different parts of Man- 
hattan have aided the work of distribution. 
A single incident illustrating the importance 
of the New York society’s work for immi- 
grants at Ellis Island we cannot refrain from 
quoting: An elderly Swede, landing at the 
island, was offered a Bible by the colporteur. 
The old man smiled and said: “‘ Twenty-sev- 
en years ago, when I first landed at Castle 
Garden, I received from a colporteur my first 
Bible. The result of that gift of a Bible at 
Castle Garden is that during twenty years I 
have been preaching the gospel in Colorado.”’ 

The New York Female Bible Society has 
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continued its efficient and successful work 
among women of foreign speech and of the 
working class. 

An interesting feature of the work of the 
Brooklyn society during the year has been the 
maintenance of a Bible stand at Coney Island. 
During the height of the season the stand was 
so placed as to attract the attention of throngs 
of not too scrupulous pleasure-seekers and 
traders. A large sign announcing the Bible 
in twenty languages was in itself sufficient, in 
those surroundings, to arouse curiosity and 
interest. Two colporteurs in charge of the 
stand tactfully opened the subject of personal 
religion whenever visitors seemed ready to 
talk seriously. From this Coney Island stand 
658 volumes were sold and 254 volumes were 
given away. 

Taken all together the field in Greater New 
York deserves a far greater financial support 
than the people of the city have ever given it. 


Experimenting with the Immigrants 


ORE often than we know, a kindly 

impulse of sympathy, seeking out 

what language immigrants use, leads Chris- 

tian people to supply them with Bibles or 
Testaments that they can read. 

A lady in New York State was lately ad- 
vised by a friend to try acting the missionary 
among some Italian railroad laborers who 
lived in a shanty by themselves, quite out of 
touch with the residents in the neighboring 
village. How natural it is to shrink from 
such duties! Nevertheless, the neat little 
Italian Testaments and Gospels arrived from 
the Bible House. Their silent appeal sup- 
ported what had already been urged, and the 
. duty had to be taken in hand. 

One Sunday evening, accompanied by a 
sturdy friend, but no doubt wondering what 
kind of welcome she would meet, this good 
lady went to the door of the Italian shanty. 
The rough-looking men were pleased at the 
visit, and all who read were glad to get a 
Testament or a Gospel. The boss of the 
gang was an intelligent man, who had been 
fourteen years in America, and he played the 
host with fine European courtesy. Another 
young man quickly put himself into sympathy 
with the visitors by bringing forth a well-worn 
Italian Bible which he had got at Pittsburg 
some time ago. So that the missionary effort 
was an easy success. The lady went home 
glad, and warm at heart with the glow that 
always follows the least effort to draw others 
to Jesus Christ. 

Another shanty at a little distance, also 


housing Italian workmen, demanded a second 
missionary expedition. A driving snowstorm 
fixed a time for the undertaking, because the 
men would be sure to be “‘in.’? Having . 
tasted the savor of such work, the lady did 
not chance to note the excellent excuse for 
staying at home a snowstorm offers. At this 
shanty, too, she was pleasantly welcomed. 
True, some of the men did not care for the 
books, and -one loutish boy blurted out, 
“Them books no good,’ but most of the men 
were courteous. They spoke of the weather, 
and explained that many had escaped to 
Italy from the winter, adding that when not 
working living comes high in America. 
“It is cheaper to go back to Italy and come 
over again inthe spring.’’ Thankfully enough 
most of the men accepted the little Gospels, 
some who knew explaining to the others— 

Evangelo San Matteo, San Marco,” etc. 
(“the Gospel of St. Matthew or St. Mark”’), 
as the case might be. 

So those Italian Testaments and Gospels. 
are now where the givers of the printing- 
money wished them to be—in the hands of 
men who need them, and who may, perhaps, 
be destined to find in them a saving light on 
their course. And the lady who dared the 
unknown, who made the experiment, and who. 
counted the snowstorm a helper, now goes 
about with that little warm glow always in 
her heart, like one who has found riches. 
She might tell you who read this little story 
that such service to the immigrants every 
Christian can render—and enjoy it. 
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Notes and Comments 


WIDOW in western Virginia who has 

filled up the allotted measure of three- 
score years and ten, is yet equal to her part 
in telling of Jesus Christ. She writes us as 
follows: 


“For over a dozen years I have visited the 
jail of our city on Sunday afternoons. Near 
us are two or three stone-crushing plants, 
mostly worked by Italians under American 
bosses. Our railroads employ Italian labor- 
ers. We have saloons which breed trouble, 
the railroad has accidents, and at all times 
there are sure to be Italians in jail or hospital. 
I find them very responsive to kindness; 
moreover, they seem eager to have God’s 
Word in a language they can master. Let me 
copy for you parts of letters received from a 
young fellow now serving time in a Pennsyl- 
vania prison for murder, partly in self-defense: 

‘‘*Drar MoTHER—I have been in America 
two years and ten months; during that time 
I have not had religion, but from the day you 
came to the jail my thoughts have been about 
God. Since that day I feel better and may 
call myself the happiest of men. So, amiable 
lady, I must thank God first and you after- 
ward for your courtesy in giving me the con- 
gregational [Protestant] Bible.

Drip you ever open letters which, unbidden, 
bring questions, demands, and suggestions to 
your desk, feeling conscious all the while of 
merit acquired through patient performance 
of such drudgery, and then did you sometimes 
find one letter in the pile so brimming with 
patience, endurance, and self-sacrifice as to 
make your own meritorious article seem like 
a Pharisee’s sham? The letter in to-day’s 
mail was from a district school-mistress in the 
field of the Pennsylvania Bible Society, and it 
read somewhat as follows: 

“T have twenty-nine pupils from eight to 
fifteen years of age. We recite in concert 
from the Psalms or the Proverbs every morn- 
ing, but not one of the children owns a Bible. 
Last year in another district I gave each of 
my pupils a seventeen-cent Bible. The type 
is too fine. So last week I went to B to 
try to find something else. The cheapest 
Bible in the bookstore cost thirty cents; that 
is to say, the copies that I need would cost 
me $8.70. I have lost part of my savings 
this year and I have to economize, so I ask if 
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you cannot give me twenty-nine Bibles for 
less money. If youcould see these children, 
so eager to commit to memory the beautiful 
words of the Bible, you could not help sym- 
pathizing in my wish to encourage them while 
their tender minds are like wax.”’ 

The school-mistress goes onat some length 
to describe the poverty of the children, often 
because their fathers are drunkards. She dis- 
covered that several children, wishing to learn 
the Psalm for the next morning, without being 
told to do so, laboriously copied it from a 
Bible which one of the girls had borrowed at 
home for the purpose. 

The picture which this letter calls up of 
that kindly schoolteacher, ready to empty her 
purse like the widow at the treasury, if she 
can only supply her scholars, and trying to 
find twenty-nine- Bibles for use, at a price 
within her means, is a picture to move one’s 
heart. Of course these children will be sup- 
plied with suitable Bibles. We only mention 
the story that friends and contributors to the 
Bible work may realize again how closely it 
takes us all to the lives and hearts of the 
people and reveals the good therein.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 

agers was held at the Bible House 

Thursday, February 6, 1908, Vice-President 
Theophilus A. Brouwer in the chair. 

The Rev. W. I. Haven, D.D., read a por- 
tion of the third chapter of the First Epistle 
of John and offered prayer. 

The chairman announced to the meeting, 
with expressions of sorrow, the sudden death 
of Sheppard Rowland, a member of the Board 
of Managers. 

A memorial minute on the death of Bishop 
E. G. Andrews was read and unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote. 

An appropriation of $7,000 was made to the 
Korean Agency for the year ending December 
31, 1908: 

Mr. George S. MacKenzie, a member of the 
Board of Managers residing in Chicago, de- 
scribed briefly but in a graphic manner some 
peculiar features of Bible work-in Chicago. 

The thanks of the Board were directed to 
be communicated to the British and Foreign 
Bible Society for specimens of its recent ver- 
sions of Scripture in various languages pre- 
sented to the library of the American Bible 
Society. 

Secretary Haven made a brief report on the 
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very interesting and important conference of 
the Secretaries of the Domestic Agencies held 
at the Bible House on January 30th and fol- 
lowing days. 

The total number of grants in the domestic 
field were 57, amounting to $615.42. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to Foreign Agencies during the 
month of January under previous appropri- 
ations : 

To Brazil, 1,308 volumes, value $248.39; to 
Japan, 100 volumes, value $6.39 ; to Mexico, 
258 volumes, value $87.44; to West Indies, 
12 volumes, value $7.78. Total, 1,678 vol- 
umes, value $350. 

The issues from the Bible House for the 
month of January were 92,843 volumes.
